There was, 
he said, a sheet of water near the City of 
Cork, which was known locally as “ The 
Lough,’’ where beautiful birds gathered to- 
gether; and it was thither that so-called 
eportsmen hastened on Sunday mornings to 
shoot those birds. |

‘“ HUMANE" USE OF BIRDLIME. 

Dr. WHITE (Govt., Waterford), in sup- 
porting the bill, said that he did not see 
any hardship in the use of birdlime to catch 
birds, if it was used humanely. He would 
put the pleasure of humanity, in catching 
singing birds, before the pleasure of the 
birds: but he would show no mercy to the 
gannet, the squall-crow, the hawk and the 
Inagpie. 

Mr. KENNEDY (F.F., lLongford-West- 
meath) opposed the bill for reasons similar 
to those put forward by Mr. Lemass. One 
of the reasons for the scarcity of birds in 
the country, he said, was the lack of 
afforestation. A thorough application of the 
Forestry Act would do more than tan bills 


of this kind to preserve the bird population 


of the country. 

Mr. RICE (Govt., Dublin N.) said that 
the House should not be impressed by argu- 
ménts about depriving people of their liveli- 
hood, if the alternative was a continuance of 
these most inhuman conditions.

WORKHOUSES. 


TRANSFER TO THE STATE 


LANDS ACT. 


The second reading the State Lands (Work- 
houses) Bill, 1929, which proposes to transfer 
the control and letting of workhouses from 
the Minister for Finance to the Minister for 
Government, was moved by the 
Minister for Local Government. 

He said that under the bill the workhouses 
would be taken under the gs of the 
State Lands Act of 1924. The Minister for 
Local Government would be given power to 
make regulations under which lettings could 
be made for shorter periods than twelve 
months. The money received from such 
lettings would be handed over to the Minister 
for Local Government, and that money would 
be used for suitable purposes in connection 
with the poor relief in the areas from which 
the money was reeeived. The local authority 
would be responsible for the upkeep of the 
workhouses. 

Mr. LEMASS said that he intended to 
oppose the main principle in the bill—hbe 
referred to the proposal ‘which the bill con- 
tained for the allocation of the State. revenue 
which would arise through the letting of 
these lands. The bill proposed to allocate to 
the Department of Local Government certain 
functions which belonged to the Dail and 
which nobody ever attempted to interfere 
with before. 

Mr. HOGAN (Lab., Clare) held that it was 
the local people who should have control of 
the revenue received from the lettings. 

“ DARK SUSPICIONS.” 

Mr. CORRY (F.F., Cork B.) characterised 
the bill as ridiculous. ‘‘I do not think,’’ he 
said, ‘“‘that the Minister. is a trustworthy 

erson to receive any money whatsoever.’ 
(Laughter. ) 

Mr. MULCAHY, Minister for Local 
Government, replying, said that there s2emed 
to be more misunderstanding than conflict 
of opinion about the bill. Section 5 enabled 
local authorities to make leases up to five 
years, with the consent of the Minister, and 
to make leases of less than a year without 
reference to the Minister. The revenue was 
to be paid into the local authority, which 
would devote that money to the purposes 
indicated by the Minister. 1t might be that 
the matter should be made more explicit by 
stating that the revenue should be devoted 
to the purpose of the Poor Relief Acts. 
There was no intention, however, to divert 
the revenue from the local authorities,

MR. WILLIAM BECKETT. 

We regret to announce the death of Mr. 
William Beckett, which took place at his 
residence, 36 Herbert Park, Dublin, on last 
Monday, aged 86 years. . Beckett, 
who was prominently identified with the 
building industry in Dublin for more than 
half a century, during which his firm was 
responsible for the erection of many important 
buildings in the City and County of Dublin, 
not the least among which are the Museum 
Buildings in Kildare street, also found time 
to take a large part in the public life. 
Forty years ago he was elected at the head of 
the poll as a member of the Pembroke Urban 
District Council, and since then, as a member 
of that Council, he had contributed in large 
degree very useful public service. He acted 
as chairman, both of the Council and of its 
various committees, and only recently was 
re-elected unanimously to the chairmanship 
of the Old Age Pensions Committee, a posi- 
tion which he filledysinee the inception of the 
operation of the Old Ate Pensions Act. 

With his knowledge of building and con- 
struction, Mr. Beckett's advice in the many 
building schemes which were promoted by 
the Pembroke Council proved of considerable 
worth, and he took keen interest in the 
development and carrying out of all these 
schemes. He was an enthusiastic exponent of 
the Savings Certificates movement during the 
war, and was one of the first contributors 
to the scheme. In every election to the 
Pembroke Council Mr. Beckett headed the poll, 
and this was due in the main to the careful 
way in which he looked after the interests af 
the ratepayers. He, himself, was one of the 
largest payers of rates in the district. He was 
one of the founders of J. and W. Beckett, Lid., 
Builders, Ringsend, but more than fifty 
years ago he set out on his own account in 

ercy place. He was the father of Dr. J. 
Beckett, the former international footballer, 
and well-known swimmer, and of Dr, Gerald 
Beckett, of Wicklow.

THE IRISH CHARACTER. 


(By T. F. HIGGINS). 


ARLY in 1799 there sailed from Cal- 

cutta one Mirza Abi Talib Khan, “a 
wanderer over the face of the earth, who, 
finding it inconvenient to remain at home, 
was compelled to undertake many tedious 
voyages.”” Abú Talib was born at 
Lucknow in 1752, and during his life 
filled various. offices of importance in the 
Province of Oudh. At different periods 
he had enjoyed the protection and 
patronage of Warren Hastings and Lord 
Corriwallis, and he had experienced the 
vicissitudes of fortune. Events so shaped 
themselves that he was glad to accept an 
invitation from a British officer to 
“coon pany the latter on a voyage to 
ILurope. 

His travels lasted for four years; and, 
return to India, in 1803, he 
compiled from his diary and notes an 
account of his wanderings which, he 
would prove “a gratifying 
to his countrymen. ”’ He hoped

He 
cives an elaborate description of the 
skating which he saw practised, but fears 
that his fellow-countrymen will consider it 
** incredible.’’ 

In view of modern traffic conditions 
his description of the pedestrians of 1800 
should prove interesting in 1930. ‘‘ ‘Lhe 
people who are constantly 

streets is astonishing, and 
they even acquire such dexterity hy 
habit that thev never run ayainst each 
other. I could not belp admiring sone 
girls who, either from coldness of the 
weather or their natural hich flow of 
spirits, disdained to walk deliberately, 
but bounded through the crowd without 
touching anybody, as if they had been 
going down a dance.’’ 

Abu Talib was an enthusiastic admirer 
of our principal public buildings, but 
could not understand why we appreciated 
marbles and statuary. He pitied such 
stupidity. ‘It is really astonishing,”’ 
he says, “ that people possessing so much 
knowledge and good sense, and who 
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wearing gold and silver ornaments, like 
women, should be thus tempted by Satan 
to throw away their money upon useless 
blocks.”” He praises Christ Church 
(athedral, and considers the regulation 
forbidding men and women to sit together 
at public worship there to be “ excellent.” 
The Phoenix Park he calls ‘‘ the most 
charming place I have ever beheld.’’ 

Public amusements were not neglected 
by him. He visited the theatres where 
he found the “ representations true to 
life,” and found Astley’s Exhibition of 
Horsemanship and the Panorama very 
interesting. The public hot baths in 
Dublin at that time he considered rather 
primitive. ‘‘ The fact is,” he records, 
‘that in winter the people of Dublin 
never bathe; and in summer they go into 
the sea or river.” 


THE “FIERY SPIRIT.” 


Abú Talib proved a shrewd observer 
during his stay in Dublin, and sums up 
our national characteristics in this 
fashion: “ The Irish are not so intolerant 
as the English, neither have they the 
austerity and bigotry of the Scotch. In 
bravery and determination, hospitality 
and prodigality, freedom of speech and 
open-mindness, they surpass the English 
and Scotch, but are defective in prudence 
and sound = judgment. Their great 
national defect, however, is excess in 
drinking. The rich spend a vast deal 
on wine, and the common people consume 


immense quantities of a fiery spirit called’ 


whiskey. ' 

Perhaps, one might expect more com- 
plimentary references to the Trish beauties 
of pre-Union days than are contained 
in this passage: “ Irishwomen bave not 
such elegance of manners, nor the hand- 
some eyes and hair of the English

“This was a distinction 
enjoyed by Mr. N. F. Webb, when his one- 
act comedy, ‘‘ Passed Unanimously.”’ was 
staged on Monday nicht by the Ulster 
Plavers at the Opera House. and, at the 
same time, by the Randallstown Players 
in the Drama Feis which is being held 
this week in the Empire Theatre, Belfast. 

Mr. Webb is a dramatist of whom we 
know little or nothing here in Dublin, but 
he is rapidly making his name, both as 
playwright and as producer, in the North. 
Like Mr. R. V. Williams, President of the 
Northern Drama League, known to poetry 
lovers as Richard Rowley, he is connecte-] 
with the linen trade, and is one of the 
directors of an old-established and 
flourishing linen mill in Randalstown, t‘o 
Antrim. In Randalstown he has traine’ 
a group of local players, who are making 
steady progress in the last year or two, 
and, as amateurs, are’ cutting a very 
respectable figure in the theatre in the 
North. 

This combination of local playwright 
and local actors seems to me one of the 
best features of the new drama movement 
in Ulster. When it is. considered 
that Randallstown is a village of only a 
few hundred inhabitants, it will be agreed 
that a big advance in theatrical affairs 
must be credited to the Northern province.

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| The “Kingdom” of Dalkey. 


A correspondent writes:—Your recent 
reference to Dalkey reminds me of an 
interesting society which. towards the 
close of the eighteenth century, 
brought Dalkey Island into considerable 
prominence. This was a collection of 
some of the greatest wits of the period, 
who used yearly to hold a mock court 
upon the Island. There was a king, an 
archbishop, an ‘‘ Admiral of the Mug- 
lins,’”’ a Duke of Muglins, an Earl of 
Ireland's Eye, and so on; Curran was at 
one. time Attorney-General. Dalkey 
Island was for the occasion constituted a 
kingdom, and the annual visit of the 
sovereign and of his officers of State to 
the place was an event of great 
importance. Thousands attended the per- 
formance, and the proceedings were duly 
recorded in the “ Dalkey Gazette.’’ 
Soon, however, these brilliant flights of 
vratory were suppressed. The times were 
unsettled; revolution owas in the 
zit, and the members of the ‘‘ Kingdom ”’ 
were known to be people of strong demo- 
cratic views. So, during the rebellion 
of 1798 it was discontinued, and was never 
afterwards revived. The last coronation 
occurred in 1797. On this occasion the 
dread ‘sovereign was Stephen Armitage, 
bookseller and pawnbroker of Fownes’s 
street. His full title was ‘‘ His Facetious 
Majesty Stephen the First, King of 
Dalkey, Emperor of the Muglins, Prince 
of the Holy Island of Magee, Elector ot 
Lambay and Ireland’s Eye, Defender of 
His Own Faith and Respecter of All 
Others, Sovereign of the Illustrious Order 
of the Lobster and Periwinkle.’’ 


Canal Boat Children. 


In the House of Commons a bill was 
recently brought forward to prevent 
children under fifteen from working, or 
even living, upon a canal boat. It has 
been pointed out since then that, while it 
would be an excellent thing to make some 
change in the present system of passing 
children from one boat to another as 
‘‘ cheap labour,” yet the bill is altogether 
too sweeping. It does not make any other 
provision for these children, and would 
prevent holiday-maki youngsters from 
joining their parents on a barge. 

Long ago, in a Midland town in Ireland 
through which the Grand Canal pursues 
its leisurely way, two small children were 
invited by the captain of a barge to sail 
with him as far as the first lock; and 
that experience has never been forgotten. 
The extraordinary smoothness of: one’s 
progress through the unrippled water, and 
the unfamiliar aspect of familiar things 
ashore, made a cleep impression. Down 
in the: tiny cabin the thickness of the 
atmosphere was amply compensated for by 
the interest of the small stove and the few 
cooking utensils; and so great was the 
charm of all this to the mind of one of 
the children that she thinks pityingly of 
the youngsters who must not live on canal 
boats. 


Lough Neagh. 


Apropos of the reference here to the 
legendary origin of the River Shannon, 
[ am reminded by a friend that a similar 
tale of aver.ging waters is told to account 
for the origin of Lough Neagh. The event 
is mentioned by the Four Masters as 
occurring in A.D. 62, and the legend is 
civen in detail by Giraldus Cambrensis, 
the twelfth century writer, whom somebody 
has described as ‘‘the first special corre- 
spondent. who came to Ireland.’’ In the 
counties surrounding Lough Neagh this 
legend is still part of the common folk- 
lore, and my friend heard it told Jast 
year by a gardener at Shane's Castle, 
Lord O’Neill’s seat in Co. Antrim. 

According to the elaborate version of 
Canibrensis, before this “dir and 
wondrous calamity happened, the 
territorv now covered by the Lough was 
imhalitéed by a race of peorle long sunk 
in vice, Jwing to some superstition a 
fountain in the district was kept covered 
and sealed to. »revent the fulfilment of a 
prophecy th i, if left uncovered, the 
spring would well over and inundate the 
people. One day a young mother heard 
her child cry some distance away, 
and, running .o soothe him, left the 
fountain ~neovered, or, as the folk 
version has it, “with the lid off the well.” 
Returning, she was met by an angry rush 
of water go great that she and her boy 
and all the people and their cattle were 
carricd off and the valley became a lake.

Mention of tue 
lakes by “‘‘ er ption of the earth,” as 
in the legendary accounts of Lough Neach 
and the River Shannon, 1s _ fairly 
common in the Irish annalists and in 
Keating. Thus Lough Foyle and Lough 
Erne are also said to have had their origin 
in this fashion, and, as late as A.D. 1490, 
Lough Easkey in Sligo; but Keating 
says that in the time of the Fir Bolgs 
nothing of thi kin' happened. 

The town of Dandalk, whose Urban 
Councillors are stil pursuing their 
researches into the origins of their 
corporate.seal, is credited by legend with 
an underyround lake of its own. This, 
I am told, is or was at the junction of 
Ann street and Dublin «treet. Its name 
is Loch-aen-ld, ' the lake of one day,”’ 
bec: e it cpravg up suddenly in a day. 
In the seventeenth century there was a 
famous inn, - known as _ Lough-aen-lo 
Tavern, kept at this spot by a hospitable 
gentleman named Kelly. The legend says 
that one Cay the Jake will burst forth 
again and submerge the town, but not, let 
us hope, until the worthy Union Counceil- 
lors have settled the weighty question of 
Dundalk’s seal. A Fir Bolg régime would, 
doubtless, be preferable to an interruption 
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as a queer genius, the trump card of a 
monthly review running at that time; he was 
then about twenty, a tall, gawky young man 
with a beard.

| Dandie Dinmont

possessed some redoubtable fighting 
terriers, and when the novel appeared it 
was believed that the original of this 
character was a certain James Davidson, 
of Hindlee, who undoubtedly kept an add 
Strain of ‘‘ mustard and pepper ’”’ dors. 
Immediately afterwards this hitherto un- 
known breed enjoyed an enormous 
popularity, which waned somewhat during 
the war, but is now coming back again. 


Violin in Church. 


The violin-playing of a constable in the 
Bootle Borough Police Force, I read, has 
increased by almost a hundred per cent. 
the numbers attending Services on Sunday 
evenings in a local church. The church 
is St. John’s, and the constable is Mr. ¥.

of his nature. On account of its true paint- 
ing of contemporary society, not only in 
France, but also in Germany, because of ms 
circulation throughout the whole world an 
the spirit which inspired 1, Jean 
Christophe,’ the famous novel by Romain 
Rolland, was a work of European 1m rtance. 
At the present moment Romain Rol and was 
the French writer who knew best the ideas 
and aspirations of modern France. . i 

He was born at Clamecy, in the Nivernais, 
und went to school in the college in that 
town. He afterwards continued his studies 
at the Lycée Louis-le-Grand in Paris. From 
there he passed to the Ecole Normale, where 
he read for the first time with passionate 
interest the works of Tolstoy. The influence 
of this great writer on the moral and 
wsthetic ideas and on the whole conception of 
tife of Romain Rolland was incalculable. The 
proof of this was to be found in the work 
which the author of ‘‘ Jean Christophe”’ had 
devoted to the great Russian writer. In 
1889 he passed his final examination as 
professor of history, and was admitted to the 
French school at Rome. It was in Italy that 
he prepared his thesis on the origins of the 
modern lyrical theatre, which gave him his 
doctor’s degree in 1895. Having specialised 
in the history of music, he was appointed to 
be professor at the Sorbonne, and from 
1503 to 1910 gave very interesting courses of 
lectures on this subject. The fruits of this 
teaching are to be seen in his fine books on 
Beethoven and Handel. 

A COMPLEX WORK. 

The lecturer gave a critical analysis of the 
work, “Jean Christophe,” and went on to 
say that the novel as a whole was, no doubt, 
very complex, but there was an idea running 
through it which united the various parts.

THE CINEMA AS AN ART. 

Those members of the Dublin cinema-going 
public who have watched with interest the 
excellent work which has been done by the 
Film Society of London during the past few 
will be glad to hear that a similar 
formed in Dublin. The 
objects of this society will be (1) to give 
performances of such films as are of con- 
siderable artistic merit or of unusual in- 
terest; (2) to arrange for lectures, etc., on the 
cinema and kindred subjects; (3) to found 
a film library. Affiliation has been sought 
with the JLique Internationale du Film 
Indépendant. The subscription.for the season 
of eight performances will be 25s. 
first hundred members and 30s. 
members subseqyently enrolled. 

The first of the society’s performances, 
which will be given on Sunday after- 
noons in a well-known Dublin picture 
house, will take place next month, and it 
will inelude “The Cruiser Potemkin,”’ 
erhaps the most important production in the 
ustory of the cinema. 

It is to be hoped that this society will help 
to direct the attention of Dubliners towards 
the potentialities of the cinema as an art. 
In this country we have had no opportunity 
of seeing the work of such producers as 
Eisenstein, Rudovkin, or Pabst; and we are, 
therefore, inclined to regard the moving 
picture méreiy as the last word in sucheminel 
commercial entertainment. On the Continent, 
however, its artistic potentialities have long 
been fully realised, and the Russian and 
German directors in particular have made 
some extraordinarily fine pictures. Almost 
every important town on the Continent has 
its own Film Society, whose object is to keep 
its members in touch with all that is best 
in modern production, and to bring before 
the public such films of artistic value as may 
be considered bad commercial ‘‘ propositions ' 
by the ordinary exhibitor.

There were, 
however, three such patrols attached to the 
latter area, and they paid attention not only 
to roads within their own area, but to the 
main trunk roads leading into the metropolis.

It was most important tor 
the world in general to understand that 
again and again they had protested against 
this persecution of their fellow-Christians.

It is an entirely 
non-political movement. It was probably 
the first time in a thousand vears that 
there had been an anti-God campaign in 
the world. The present persecution wis 
not only a persecution of fellow-Christians, 
but of everyone who believed in God.

THE SAVING OF TIKON. 

I was a little surprised, he said, to find 
that the Pope was so badly informed that 
he said that the Church of Rome 
assisted in saving Tikhon. The only 
man in the Roman Catholic Church 
that I can remember /jhaving done any- 
thing was ‘‘ardinal Mercier. He did 
take a stand for the persecuted in 
Russia. 

The Pope lias taken the lead in this 
matter, and I do not grudge him that-- 
after all, the lead came first from England 
—and we are proud to know that the 
premier Bishop of Christendom is pre- 
pared to stand with England in this 
matter. lie appeals to the whole of 
Christendom.

THE POWER BEHIND THE SOVIET. 

Those who are leaders in Russia feel 
some power behind them.

No pomp, ceremony or flourish of 
trumpets announced the re-assembling ci 
the. Dail yesterday after the Christmas 
recess. The members arrived by twos 
and threes, so quietly and ineon- 
spicuously as to appear almost furtive.

The members flocked in and made their 
way to their accustomed seats, with many 
pauses for hand-shaking, and sat in 
rows, with cheerful smiles. They all ap- 
peared glad to be back. One noticed Mr.

Fail front. bench, and the absence of 
Major Bryan Cooper, also many thousands 
of miles away. 

Last of all, the Ministers filed in, 
every one clasping a sheaf of green and 
pink official documents. 


GIRDING AT A GRANT. 

Question time passed withont incident, 
and a good deal of routine work had been 
got through when the question of a 
Government grant to the Royal Irish 
Automobile Club, in connection with last 
year’s motor races in Phoenix Park, gave 
Deputy O'Hanlon an opportunity to 
throw a spanner into the works by 
opposing it. 

Last year there was a net deficit oi 
£5,256 on these races. If the guarantors 
were called on for even twenty-five 
per cent. of that deficit, it was pointed 
out, they would not come forward again, 
and there would be no motor races this 
year. In the opinion of the Minister ‘or 
Finance these races were a sound busi- 
ness proposition for the country. 


Clare, begged to differ. The Guarantee 
Fund was a perfect humbug. The races 
were ‘just a “ stunt ” to advertise foreign 
ears in this country. It was only en- 
couraging the ‘ road-hog.”’ They had 
enough wild men on the roads already 
without foreigners coming over to teach 
them how to take corners on one wheel.

FIRST COMMITTEE'S

PROGRESS DELAYED BY 
LACK OF FIGURES.

The following official statement was 
issued after the meeting of the First 
Committee of the Naval Conference yester- 
day afternoon :— 

“The First Committee of the London 
Naval Conference met at St. James’s 
Palace this afternoon at 4.30 to consider 
the first report from the Committee of 
Experts set up on February 6th. 

“This report contained proposals for 
reconciling the alternative methods for 
the limitation of naval armaments by the 
system of global tonnage or bv classifica- 
tion by categories, as well as a table 
setting out a plan for the classification 
of tonnage between the different classes 
of warships. 

‘‘ After discussing the report paragraph 
by paragraph the First Committee decided 
to forward it, with their own observations, 
to the heads of delegations 

“The Committee remitted the two reso- 
lutions on the question of submarines, 
referred to it for examination by the 
fourth plenary session of the Committee 
of Experts, for examination and report. 

“The Expert Committee will meet again 
on Thursday morning to consider the best 
method of dealing with special vessels out- 
side the principal categories and vessels 
not subject to limitation.’’ 


AWAITING FIGURES. 

The Press Association understands that 
during the discussion in the First Com- 
mittee it became evident that little progress 
can be made until actual sets of figures 
have been tabled by each delegation. The 
British and Japanese spokesmen were par- 
ticularly emphatic on this point, and 
there was genera] agreement that absence 
of figures is impeding progress. 

The report of the Experts set up a table 
of five categories—namely, capital ships, 
aircraft-carriers, cruisers, destroyers and 
submarines. The cruiser category was 
divided in two—one for ships carrying 
eight-inch guns, and the other for those 
with six-inch guns. The table is so 
arranged that it makes provision, in the 
case of France and Italy, for one hundred 
per cent. of transference between the 
smaller cruisers and destroyers. This 
means that the Experts have accepted the 
suggestion that the category list should 
be so formulated as to make provision for 
the peculiar naval] needs of each country. 


TWO POINTS. 

The report contains what is described as 
two agreed observations. This indicates 
that the experts have been unable as yet 
to make any recommendation on two 
points. 

The first point is that of imposing a 
maximum and minimum tonnage for in- 
dividual ships in the light erniser class to 
meet the British desire to limit. six-inch 
cruisers to about seven thousand, tors. 
This point the Experts left to be dealt 
with by either th: First Committee or 
heads of ‘delegations. 

The second point concerns special 
vessels which are not included in any 
category. As has been indicated by the 
communiqué this question will be further 
discussed by the Experts to-day. 


THE FRENCH TONNAGE. 

M. Tardieu, ‘who is suffering from a 
severe cold. saw Mr. Macdonald at the 
House of Commons vesterday afternoon. 
The conversation, he said, went very well, 
and will be continued to-day. 

In answer to a question as to whether 
the French total tonnage had been. fixed 
at 724,000 tons, M. Tardien said that the 
total tonnage had not yet been definitely 
fixed.

An analysis of the first half of tac fate 
M. Clemenceau’s last book, “* Grandeur ef 
Misires d’une Victoire,”’ has been cabled 
to his newspaper by the Paris Corro- 
spondent of La Nugion, of Buenos Aires, 
which has secured the Argentine rights of 
the book. The work contains twenty-five 
chapters, and the correspondent has sum- 
marised the first thirteen. The book, he 
says, is a dramatic document. In his own 
defence the '“Tiger” takes the offensive 
sometimes ruthlessly. He violently attacks 
Marshal Foeh,. particularly in Chapter 7. 
where he accuses the great soldier ol 
‘‘insuburdination.’’ He also attacks M. 
Viviani, the Premier of France at the 
outbreak of the war, for having, with- 
drawn the French troops six miles from 
the frontier in order toe . demonstrate 
France’s desire for peace; and he cease- 
lessiv criticises M. Poincaré, relating their 
disagreement during the war and, above 
all, on the eve of the Arniistice. 


ATTACK ON FOCH. 

M. Clemenceau questions Marshal 
Foch's strategic capacity, and says that 
he did not grasp the sense of the supreme 
command, although the writer pays @ 
tribute to the soldier’s courage, and admits 
that he was one of the factois of victory. 
The tone towards Foch softens, however, 
later on in the book. Possibly this part 
was written after the Marshal’s death. 

In anv’ event, the contrast with the 
earlier chapters is marked, as, for example, 
when Clemenceau refers to parliamentary 
control’ of the higher command, and 
asks: ‘‘ Where would von be at. this 
hour, my poor Marshal, if I had 
not put my chest between vou and 
your judges.”” In Chapter 5 Clemenceau 
pays a tribute full.of sparkling wit to 
Mr. Lloyd George, but' in the next 
chapter he says that he has been '“ an 
enemy of France” ever since. the 
Armistice. : 


TIRADE AGAINST GERMANY.

that he wept with emotion~ at 
Armistice, the ‘‘ Tiger ” says that he soon 
realised, from the enemy's “ arrogance,”’ 
that the German revolution was a '“ make 
believe.” The chapter closes with a 
terrible tirade against Germany and the 
Germans. : 

Chapter 9 is particularly interesting ; 
for it contains fullJength pen: portraits of 
the leading figures of the Peace Confer- 
ence. such as President Wilson, : Mr. 
Lioyd George, Lord Balfour, Mr. Bonar 
Taw, Lord Robert Cecil, Colonel House, 
Mr. Hoover, and many others. 

The ensuing chapters are of a philo- 
sophic nature tinged with bitterness. 
There rises up before the old ‘‘ Tiger’s"”’ 
eyes the spectre of another war, and he 
utters the warning that “ in the strains 
of the guitar of Geneva are the germs of 
fresh violence.’ 

Publication of this book in the Press 
will probably ba begun on March Ist. 
newspaper rights being confined to publi- 
cation of only one-third of the work 
which will appear in full book form two 
weeks later.

five firemen were affected by the smoke 
as they fought the blaze from the deck. 
and one of them had to he taken to 
hospital. 

There were two deaths as a result of the 
fire—one man was blown by an explosion 
from the deck. of the. fireboat and 
drowned ; another, a German electrician, 
remained behind to repair the dynamo, 
and is believed to have been blown up. 
His body has not been found. 

Officials of the line state that the canse 
of the fire ‘and explosions is still un- 
known. 

The cargo was of ordinary potash—not 
nitrate of potash—which is non-explosive. 
The damage to the ship and cargo, accord- 
ing to officials of the line.’ is between 
two and two and a nalf million dollars, 
the loss being covered by insurance. 

Two animal pa gers which survived 
the flame and smoke were fonnd to-day. 
They were dogs in a kennel on deck. 
Though \near tle scene of the explosion, 
they had not been hurt, and when people 
came on board the dogs barked: loudly for 
their breakfast.

prohibition of the teaching of religion to any 
person under the age of 18. : 

More important thaw these ia a decree of 
Apru 8, 1929, published ip /cvestia of April 
26. 27 and 28, 1929,. altering the. Constitution 
of the R,S.F.S.R.. expressiv to combat re- 
iigion. This decree deletes religion from the 
Constitution as a. sub‘ect wich may be pio- 
pagated, butestates that anti-religious propa- 
ganada must be allowed. 


OTHER DECREES. 

The alterations to the Constitution forbid 
religious bodies or groups to rencer material 
help to any of their members, or to hold 
classes for the teavhing. of religion, literature, 
néediewortk or any subject, and also forbi’s 
all religious ceremonies on any private or 
public premises, ecast. licensed churebes, 
which must be considered as leased from the 
State. 

Priests’ vestments are declared © State 
property. The decree introduces many re 
strictious; priests are not allowéd to officiate 
outside the place where they are domiciled cr 
in more than one-church in that place. 

Apart from these laws, it may be noted 
that. the Soviet authorities constantly snore 
their own laws. Capital punishment, for 
example, was formally and legally abolished 
ovér two years ago except for offences 
threatening the State’s security, but reports 
of executions for minor offences are publisheu 
daily in the Soviet Press.

PROTESTS. AGAINST 
CON DITIONS. | 
—— 


Resolutions dealing with the conditions of 
service of employés on the omnibus systems 
controlled by the railways in the Irish Free 
State and with the transport system of’ the 
country generally, were passed by a mass 
meeting of all grades of railwaymen and rail- 
way owned "bus employés, which was held 
ut 44 Lower Gardiner street, Dublin, on 
Sunday. The meeting was presided over by 
Mr. Noctor, and was addressed by Messrs. 
©. D. Watters, chief organiser; H. Mitchell, 
organiser, and F. J. Meehan, secretary. 

‘he first resolution protested against ‘‘ the 
humiliating conditions imposed on members 
of the I.0.C. staff,’ and declared that this 
state of affairs must cease og remy It 
appointed the N.U.R. to act on their behalf 
to meet the I.0.C. management to discuss 
these matters. If there was any hesitation 
on the part of the LO.C. to meet their repre- 
sentatives, the resolution proceeded, ‘they 
would fix a date when the railwaymen and 
the 1.0.C, men would aet together to force 
the position. 

The second resolution drew the attention 
of the Free State Minister for Industry and 
Commerce to the fact that the pension 
scheme, as set out in the Railway Act of 
1924. Section 57, had not been established, 
and asked that the necessary steps to set it 
uj be taken. 

The third resolution declared in favour of 
the co.ordination of all the transport services 
in the Irish Free State, and saad for the 
elimination of the non-unionist from all these 
services. 

The resolution also asked those respon- 
sible for the drafting of the new Transport 
Bill to provide protection for employés in 
making the companies responsible for the 
working of the services which necessitated 
speeding, and, in addition, to issue regula- 
tions ensuring safeguards for the travelling 
yubdlie. 

The fourth resolution made an ‘‘ emphatic 
pretest against the action of the Irish Rail- 
ways Companies in serving notice on the 
Railway Unions of their intentions to with- 
draw from the machinery of negotiations for 
Irish Railways, to which they are a party, 
especially in view of the large measure of 
rel ef to the extent of thousands of pounds 
which they have obtained at the expense of 
the employés through the functions of the 
machinery since its inception in Ireland. 
Such a step, if persisted in, will be retro- 
grade and conducive to an early disturbance 
of industrial peace on our railways, the onus 
for which must devolve on the Railway 
Companies themselves. Since this machinery 
has been in operation there has been no dis- 
Jocation of the industry, as it has provided 

means of maintaining industrial stability 
without either the lock-out or strike weapon 
being used ”’ 


SPANISH UNREST. 


THREATS OF DISORDER. 
From Revuten’s CORRESPONDENT. 
MADLID, Wednesday. 

Spain is in a state of political turmoil 
as the result of the fall of General Primo 
de Rivera. From all parts of the 
country come reports contradictory 
speeches by politicians, minor disturb- 
ances and clamorous deputations to the 
Provincial Governors airing grievances. 

General Berenguer to-day received a 
deputation of the Spanish Association of 
the Press which urged the abolition of 
the Press censorship. General Berenguer 
was unable to satisfy them, ' but 
promised that the censorship should be 
exercised in a less oppressive spirit. 
Gradually, he said, it would be relaxed 
until it no Jonger existed. 

UNRULY STUDENTS. 

In Barcelona the university students 
have given the authorities great trouble. 
They conducted a noisy demonstration in 
the streets last night, and came into con- 
fiict with the police, who, with much diffi- 
culty, dispersed them. To-day they com- 
plained bitterly to the Civil Governor, 
blaming the police for their violence. As 
they obtained no redress they telegraphed 
to the Ministers of the Interior and 
Education, demanding the dismissal of 
the Civil Governor and the Rector of 
Barcelona University. The authorities 
have opened. an inquiry into the affair 
and have taken stern measures to preserve 
the peace. 

An indication of the possibility of civil 
disorders is given by the appointment of 
a distinguished soldier, General Molas, 
to take charge of the police headquarters 
in Madrid.

DEPUTIES’ QUESTIONS

1,184 ASKED DURING LAST 
YEAR. 


Returns laid on the table of Dail Eireann 
yesterday show that 1,184 questions were 
asked during the 449 hours and twenty 
minutes that the House was in session last 
year. Of these 995 were orally answered, 225 
received written replies, and forty-seven were 
private notice questions. 

Mr. Fionan Lynch, the Minister for Lands 
and Fisheries, had to answer 403 questions. 
M+. Blythe, Minister for Finance, replied to 
267 inquiries put to him; Mr. Mulcahy, 
Minister for Local Government and Public 
Health, to 135, and Mr. P. McGilligan, as 
Minister for Industry and Commerce, to 102. 
The Minister for Justice answered ninety 
questions; the Minister for Education fifty, 
and the Minister for Agriculture forty-one. 

There were only sixteen questions re) Mine 
to external affairs and twenty concerning 
President Cosgrave's Department. The 
Minister for Defence got off with thirty-three 
questions, and the Parliamentary Secretarv 
to the Department of Posts’ and Telegraphs 
with twenty-seven. 

Forty-two of the sixty-five bills considered 
during the year became law; twenty were 
carried over for further consideration this 
year, and three fell through. 

Of the mersures passed, thirty-six were in- 
treinced by the Government, four by private 
members, and two originated in the Senate.

MODERN ATTITUDE TO 
RELIGLON,.. 


The Convocation of Canterbury assembled 
at Church House, Westminster, yesterday. 
Meetings were held of both the Upper and 
Lower Houses. : 


THE UPPER wove 
_ The Archbishop of Cante 
in the Upper House, read a rom the 
King to an address presented .to him on the 
occasion of the opening of the present 
Convocation in the latter part of last year. 
The King, in his reply, said: * 1 welcome 
with you the opportunity afforded of refiect- 
ing on the position of the Church of England 
in the corporate life of my kingdom. With- 
out a deep and abiding sense of spiritual 
and moral values the life of a community, 
as of an individual, is incomplete. I rejoice 
to observe the spirit which animates your 
reference to the difficulties associated 
with the revision of the forms cf 
ordering public worship. May the 
continued exercise of forbearance and patience 
render it possible under God's guidance to 
find a solution oí this grave and perplexing 
problem. 

“The Church Assembly may look back, 
not. without satisfaction, on the work which 
has in the last few years been done for pro- 
moting the material interests of the clergy 
during their active service and in retire- 
ment, and for securing in the interests of 
the people the efficient and diligent perform- 
ance by the clergy of their duties and minis- 
trations. I fervently join in your prayer to 
Almighty God for an increase in the influence 
of religion by the renewal of faith and the 
strengthening of the spiritual consciousness 
of the members of the Church. 


CHRISTIAN UNITY. 

“The progress which is being made with 
the promotion of Christian unity is very 
gratifying, and I trust that the Lambeth 
Conference will contribute a further ad- 
vance. The continuous development of 
measures for securing international peace 
has given me _ profound _ satisfaction, 
and there is every reason for confidence that 
the agreements which have been made _ resi 
on a sure foundation in the hearts and 
minds of the peoples. By devoting their 
energies to the strengthening of this spiritual 
basis the Churches of the world can give in- 
calculable assistance to the Governments in 
making still further progress. 

“The problems connected with unemploy- 
ment and the other domestic evils to which 
you allude are, as you are aware, of the 
gravest concern to me. They are engaging 
the unremitting attention of my Ministers,

That the Soviet 
Press dares to attack not only European 
organs of publicity, but the Holy See itself, 
for statements inspired by the highest sense 
of responsibility, proves, says Germania, 
what degree of fanatcism Russian atheism 
has reached.

BUST, 


WORK OF IRISH-AMERICAN 
PRESENTED TO LONDON. 


A bust of Abraham Lincoln, the work of 
Mr. Andrew O'Connor, the Irish-American 
sculptor, was handed. over to the City’s keep- 
ing at the Royal Exchange yesterday. 

Mr. O'Connor gave the bust as a token of 
‘Anglo-American friendship to the. Lincoln 
Committee, by whom it has been presented 
to the Gresham Committee. 

It is carved from a block of American lime- 
stone quarried near Lincoln's birthplace, and 
portrays him in middle age before the 
American Civil War. 

The presentation yesterday was made by 
the Marquis of Crewe, who deputised for the 
Marquis of Reading, Chairman of the Lincoln 
Committee. The bust was unveiled by the 
Lord Mayor (Sir William Waterlow). The 
sculptor came over from Paris for the 
ceremony. 

Lord Crewe said that the Lincoln Com- 
mittee handed the bust over that it might 
rest in the very heart of the City—‘ in 
London’s central roar’’—as a lasting memorial 
of their homace to a most noble life and to 
their friendship with the land that Abreham 
Lincoln loved. Lincoln’s forbears came from 
Norfolk.

‘The Southampton police are investigating 
the discovery of some bones, which ‘appear 
to form the greater part of a human skeleton, 
found in a rusty tin trunk which has been 
lying in a haulage contractor's yard for the 
past four years, Some of the bones appear 
to be charred, as if an attempt. had n 
made to burn them. A schoolboy when 
playing with companions in the yard made 
the discovery. etectives and the. police 
surgeon, Dr. G. R. Seager Thomas, visited 
the spot, and the contents of the trunk were 
closely examined, 

Dr. Thomas took some of the bones out of 
the box, and it is understood that the top 
part of a human skull, with a dark-brown 
stain on it, was among them. There were 
also thigh, arm and leg bones. One of the 
thigh bones was fractured. 

Mr. R. G. Baker, a director of the firm of 
haulage contractors, interviewed, said: "I 
bought the trunk at an auction sale in 
Bursledon village, several miles from South- 
ampton, over four years ago from the owner 
of a house who was selling up before leavin 
the district. 1 bought several articles, an 
the trunk was included in a half-crown lot. 
I opened the trunk before removing it from 
the house, and all I saw was what a red 
to be a lot of whiting. I shut the lid, think- 
ing it would be canto! in the paint shop in 
my yard. I have never opened it since." 

Giving what may be possible explanations, 
he added : “ About four years ago the firm 
was carting material when a new wing of the 
South-Western Hotel at Southampton Docks 
was being constructed. The excavations went 
down to'a depth of forty feet, and occa- 
sionally bones were found. It is possible that 
one of our workmen collected the bones, and 
for some reason placed them in the trunk.”’ 


HEROISM AT A FIRE. 


DOCTOR MAKES FOUR 
RESCUE ATTEMPTS, 


A graphic story was told at an inquest at 
Sherburn Hill, Durham, last night of a 
doctor’s heroic efforts to save a nine year old 
boy who was strapped to a bed, and who last 
his life when a fire broke out at 5 Wesley 
terrace, Sherburn Hil}, on Monday night. 

The Coroner complimented Dr. James 8, 
Clark, Mr. William Brown and other helpers 
on their gallantry, and said he would bring 
their conduct to the notice of the proper 
authorities with a view to some tangible re- 
cognition. 

William Sherinzton Searle. the father, said 
that his boy, Ronald William Sherington 
Searle, had been suffering from epileptic 
fits, and if was usual to fasten him 
into bed with a scarf about his waist. 
It was customary to leave in the room a 
small lamp. His wife thoucht the boy would 
be more comfortable with the light, as he was 
very nervous. 

Dr. James Clark told of how he made four 
attempts to reach the boy Ronald in the back 
hedroom, but was driven back by vile, 
suffocating smoke. 

‘illiam Brown said he reached the fire 
just as Dr. Clark was making his final at- 
tempt to enter the front hedroom. The 
doctor was brought down the ladder in a 
fainting condition. 

The jury returned a verdict of accidental 
death, and expressed sympathy with the 
parents.

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STATUS OF NORTH RURAL 
COUNCIL. 


The Local Government (Dublin) Bill was 
under discussion at a meeting of the North 
Dublin Rural District Seuneil yesterday.

Together with the increase in the number 
of British unemployed con ; 
in British overseas trade. The imports of 
essential raw materials and the exports of 
manufactured articles—cotton in both cases 
being particularly affeeted—showed marked 
declines during January, according to the 
Board of Trade returns for that month 
which were issued yesterday. 

Apart from a substantial increase in the 
coal sent abrcad, there were few satisfactory 
features of British international trade during 
last month. | 

The imports for January were valued at 
£101,853,658, which showed decreases ot 
£4,720,882 on December’s total; and 
£14,692,030 on that of the previous January. 

British exports for last month reached a 
total of £58,262,478, which was a decline of 
£167,358 on December, and of £8,617,129 on 
the previous January’s value. 


DECREASED IMPORTS. — 

With regard to~imports, comparing last 
month with January, 1929, the outstanding 
decreases were '—Grain and flour, £1,841,546 ; 
non-dutiable food and drink, £2, 26 974; duti- 
able food and drink, £1,590,502; raw cotton 
and cotton waste, £4,456,868; wool. raw and 
waste, and woollen rags, £1,547,647. 

While raw materials and food showed such 
big decreases, articles wholly or mainly, manu- 
factured advanced in the aggregate by 
£1,175,253, the outstanding inerease being 
£1,635,930 in oils, fats, and resins. 


: COAL EXPORTS. 

With regard to British exports, the coal 
sent abroad during danuary anfóunted to 
5,493,410 tons, or more than a million tons 
in excess of the corresponding month of last 
year. The value rose by £1,254,592, to a 
total of £4,710,268. 

On the other hand, there was a loss of no 
less than £9,170,035 on articles wholly or 
mainly manufactured when the’ first month of 
this year is compared with the first month of 
last year. Under this heading there were the 
following decreases :—Cotton yarns and manu- 
factures, £2,906,558;. woollen and worsted 
yarns and manufactures, £1,114,296; vehicles, 
including locomotives, ships and _ aircrait, 
£1,796,372; iron and steel and manufactures 
thereof, £948,476. 

Re-exports for last month _ totalled 
£8,173,899, a drop of £1,636,783 on those for 
the previous January.

reason for the higher stock-feeding value of 
young as compared with mature herbage is 
considered to lie in the greater proportion of 
leaves to stems. Leaves contain more protein 
than stems, and leafage development is en- 
couraged by close grazing or frequent cut- 
ting, and also by. nitrogenous manures. The 
total weight of herbage is, of course, much 
smaller by the close ‘grazing or frequent. cut- 
ting system than by the older method of 
once cutting for hay and grazing the aiter- 
math.. But this is more than balanced by 
the higher quality or :nourishment in the 
produce obtained under the newer system. 


What Productive Animals Require. 

As pointed out by Sir E. J. Russell; ‘of Roth- 
amsted, pasture herbage has the ddvantage that 
it.can be either a coarse fodder (as hay) or a 
‘concentrate in the form of young grass. Pro. 
ductive animals, whether giving meat or milk, 
require at least half the dry matter of their 
ration in the form of concentrates, or highly 
digestible, succulent crops, and less than half 
should be coarse fodder. Present methods of 
farming give an excess of coarse fodder, and 
the farmer has to buy concentrates, which are 
often excessively expensive. If the young 
herbage, cut frequently from pastures whera 
growth in the early season is so heavy that 
it tends to get ahead of the stock, can be pre- 
served for winter use by conversion into 
‘“‘erass cakes,”’ this will “ greatly aid in re- 
storing the balance of production of farm 
foods, and reduce dependence on purchased 
concentrates.”” Experiments in the manufac. 
ture of grass cakes at Cambridge have been 
encouraging. 


Using Grass Land. 


Utilisation of grass land in this way may 
prove a satisfactory method of. increasing the 
output of baby beef. Modern market de- 
mands, as is well known, are all for early- 
matured, light-weight animals; but for this 
form of production to be an economical po- 
position increased: supplies of concentrates at 
a reasonable price are necessary. This point 
is well brought out by figures of Wood and 
Newman, cf Cambridge, showing the relative 
amounts of concentrates needed in the pro- 
duction of a three-year fat bullock and a 
baby beef animal respectively. The three- 
year bullock, yielding an 8001b. carcase, has 
consumed, per Ib. of saleable meat, 224)b. of 
food, weighed dry, of which only 1{lb. con- 
sisted of concentrated food. 

A baby beef animal, killed at eighteen 
months, and giving a 6001b. carcase, has con- 
sumed, per lb of saleable meat, 11}lb. of food, 
weighed dry, of which 2}]b. was concentrates. 
From this it is apparent that baby beef pro- 
duction requires twice as much concentrates 
per pound of meat yielded as three-year-old 
beef, and there is no doubt that the high 
price of concentrates is restricting this form 
of intensive production more than any other 
factor. 


Importance of Mineral Elements. 
The practical importance of the mineral 
elements of food in ensuring efficient nutri- 
tion is noted, as well as the fact that con- 
tinuously grazed pastures tend to become de- 
ficient im certain mineral elements, which is 
revealed in unthriftiness or disease in the 
grazing stock, This is particularly observ- 
able on large stretches of hill pasture. 
Modern conditions demand rapid growth and 
early maturity in live stock, but this cannot 
be. achieved unless the ‘constituents which 
build flesh and bone—i.e., -proteins and 
minerals—are present in suitable quantity in 
the food. Now that these facts are known. 
it will be realised that dinect measures for 
the improvement of live stock may be of 
little avail unless they are accompanied or 
preceded by measures for the improvement of 
(he pastures on which the animels range.

Our New Industrial Arm: What Is 
To Follow? 


It is, of course, to provide a way of escape 
from such impending servitude that the State 
is financing the Shannon Scheme, and it is 
of vital interest to the farmer that it should 
succeed, for two reasons. First and chiefly 
because if it does succeed it will gradually 
relax the pressure of population upon agricul- 
ture by the growth of new industries. Here 
again, however, we must avoid illusions. Tt 
is probably undesirable and certainly im- 
probable that a rapid absorption of our poten- 
tial labour should be withdrawn from the 
farm to the factory. We do not envisage, as 
expedient here, a situation comparable ta thut ° 
in the United States where, ‘in a popufation 
of about 120,000,000, a single decade has wit- 
nessed the exodus of 4,000,000 people—and in
